AS AMENDED BY THE SENATE
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AN ACT Relating to the accounting of the commercial harvest of food
fish; adding a new section to chapter 77.15 RCW and prescribing
penal ties.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. A new section is added to chapter 77.15 RCW
to read as foll ows:

Since violation of rules of the departnent relating to the
accounting of the commercial harvest of food fish, commercialized gane
fish, and shellfish result in danmage to the resources of the state,
persons selling such fish and shellfish at retail, including but not
limted to stores, markets, and restaurants, nust maintain sufficient
records for the departnent to be able to ascertain the origin of the
fish and shellfish in their possession.

(1) Aretail fish seller is guilty of retail fish seller's failure
to account for commercial harvest if the retail seller sells fish or
shellfish at retail, the fish or shellfish were required to be entered
on a Washington state fish receiving ticket, the seller is not a
whol esale fish dealer or fisher selling under a direct retail sale
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endorsenment, and the seller fails to maintain sufficient records at the
| ocation where the fish or shellfish are being sold to determ ne the
fol | ow ng:

(a) The nane of the wholesale fish dealer or fisher selling under
a direct retail sale endorsenent fromwhomthe fish were purchased;

(b) The whol esal e fish dealer's |icense nunber or the nunber of the
fisher's sale under a direct retail sale endorsenent;

(c) The fish receiving ticket nunber docunenting original receipt,
i f known;

(d) The date of purchase; and

(e) The amount of fish or shellfish originally purchased fromthe
whol esale dealer or fisher selling under a direct retail sale
endor senent .

(2) A retail fish seller's failure to account for commercial
harvest is a m sdeneanor.
